THE LEGISLATURE. 


The presses of the State seem to have laid 


out out a great deal of work for the Legisla- 
ture, at its next session. They are to act on 
the subject of Banks, the Interest law, the 
Tax law, the Temperance law, apportion the 
State anew into Assembly and Senatorial Dis- 
trict?, elect a United States Senator, and 
modify ever so many of the Revised Statutes, 
among which we trust will be the foolish one 
of compelling the electors to vote for all the 
County officers, Assemblymen, Senator, and 
Member of Congress, all on one piece of pa- 
per ; the object of the law seeming to be to 
benefit the printer?, promote log-rolling, dou- 
ble the labor of canvassing the votes, and de- 
feating the will of the people. 


We should like to see several things done 


not in the programme of any of the papers. 


1. The passage of a Land Limitation law, 


limiting the sales of the State Lands t:> actual 
settlers, and fixing the maximum amount 
which may be sold to one individual. In our 
judgment, a good Land Limitation law would 
be worth more to Wisconsin, than all the le- 
gislation that can be hoped for, for the next 
ten years. If we could have our choice be- 
tween Freedom of the Public Lands to actual 
settlers, without limiting the amount any one 
might claim, purchase and hold, or Land Lim- 
itation and the payment of $1 25 per acre, 
for the Public Lands, we would prefer the 
latter. For this, after all, is the gist of Land 
Reform. 
With the public sentiment of the 


State, unequivocally in favor of Land Reform, 
no definite movement has yet been made, to 
embody this sentiment in a law. We trust 
the will of the people on this subject will be

LADIES' FESTIVAL, IN BEHALF OF THE 


ORPHANS.—This is .1 most worthy object, 
which we hope will be substantially remem- 
bered, by the friends of the poor and the fa- 
therless.

GEN. KING'S LECTURE.—Gen. King ad-

He gave a concise and comprehensive 
sketch of the leading facts in our history, from 
the settlement of the country until the pres- 
ent, and presented a favorable picture of our 
advancement since the Revolution : in popu- 
lation from three to twenty-four millions ; in 
revenue, from four to forty millions per an- 
num, and in like proportion in wealth, educa- 
tion, and in all the elements of civilization 
and refinement, not forgetting our great ex- 
tension of territory by negociation and con- 
quest. 


His remarks on the Mission of our Repub- 


lic—to prove and promulgate the theory of 
equal rights, and the capacity of man for self- 
government—were characterized by good 
sense, sound discrimination and hopefulness, 
and indicated a progressive mind, a clear per- 
ception of the original objects of the Consti- 
tution, of the disturbing forces in our rnid»-t, 
and of what is necessary to be done to conform 
our practice to our theory, and make the 
American Republic honored abroad without 
reproach, and shine without obscurity, first 
and brightest among the constellations of the 
earth. Without directly naming the odious 
and hateful thing, he gave the damnabla in- 
stitution, which is killing off our politicians, 
and kicking up a general row, some pretty 
hard b'ows.

Fugitive taw-—Vermont. 


We would also like to see our Legislature 


protect its citizens, and carry out the avowed 
principles of nil parties, in the State, by en- 
acting a law, similar to one just adopted by 
the Legislature of Vermont. 
The Vermont 


law makes it the duty of Prosecuting Attor- 
neys, in every county, in case of the arrest of 
any inhabitant as a fugitive slave, to apply to 
any class of Judges or Courts, for a writ of 
habeas corpus, and makes it imperative on 
such courts to issue the writ. If, under this 
writ, issued during the vacation of the court, 
the person claimed as a fugitive is not dis- 
charged, he is entitled to an appeal to the 
next term of the court, on giving proper bail. 
The court, on application of either party, is 
to allow a trial by jury of all the facts, at issue 
between the parties. The law makes it the 
special duty of the States' Attorney, in the 
several counties, to use every lawful means to 
procure the acquittal of each person arrested,
